The auditorium is a 1927 struc- 
ture that was designed as a gymnasi- 
um. New state funds Will permit local 
officials to upgrade lighting, seating, 
sound systems, electrical service, and 
undertake some cosmetic Improve- 
ments. 

Hockney said It will be an im- 
proved facility for, theater produc- 
tions. "A new auditorium Is not In 
reach with this money* Hockney 
said. 

. There are six science laborato- 
ries In the south wing of the school 
that have served students since 
1962. 

"Now, we'll be able to upgrade 
those labs," said Hockney. "When that 
is completed, we'll have 10 state-of- 
the-art science labs." The laboratories 
will be used for the biological, life, and 
earth sciences. 

It is possible the laboratories will 
be ready by 2000.

The Capital Development Board 
grant will allow the school to Irhple? 
ment many planned for, but unfund- 
ed, school improvements. Areas that 
can not yet be Improved include ad- 
ditional auditorium and physical ed- 
ucation facilities mat are needed. 

"We need to expand on (physical 
education) space in the future," Hock- 
ney said. 

Vocal and music areas remain to 
be improved in some way. 

The Capital Development Board 
grant was possible because ACHS of- 
ficials had completed a planning 
process, had funding available from 
Certificates of Participation, and fi- 
nancing was in-place. 

The present construction work, 
underway, Is expected to be complet- 
ed for the 1999-00 school year. At mat 
time, the oldest sections of the school, 
built in 1917 and 1927, will be demol- 
ished.

Ancient art form of Mehndi finds revival in temporary body art

ike the look of 
tattoos but not 
ready to commit 
for a lifetime? 



Mehndi, an ancient ritual of dy- 
ing the skin with a paste made from 
ground henna plant, doesn't re* 
quire a permanent commitment 

Mehndi has become popular 
with the stars and is filtering down 
to the masses. 

Madonna, Rosie O'Donnell and 
Sting are among those who have 
publicly shown off their Mehndi 
tattoos. 

Now Lake County can jump on 
the trend. 

Jacci Christens on, of Bristol, 
Wis., has been offering Mehndi tat- 
toos at her mother's Libertyville sa- 
lon "A Total Look" for six months. 

She has mastered the art of 
Mehndi and will decorate "basi- 



cally any part of the 
body (within reason)." 

The only restrictions 
she has on her designs are 
no gang signs and nothing 
drug related. Some of the 
more popular places on 
the body for Mehndi are 
ankles, and wrists. 

The process of apply- 
ing Mehndi looks simple 
but requires artistic skill. 

The paste is placed on 
the skin in ornate designs 
which take from 10-15 
minutes to apply for a 
small design. 

After the henna dries 
for several hours and is 
washed off, a stain Is left 
. on the skin. The color 
varies with each person 
and may range from 
bronze to burgundy. 

Many people call 
Christenson curious about 
what Mehndi is. 

"They've heard of it 
but they're afraid It hurts. I 
think that's the biggest

misnomer, that somehow 
because of the word tattoo 
that there's some type of 
pain involved. If anything It 
tickles," Christenson ex- 
plained. 

Certain parts of the body 
will hold the stain longer 
than others. The palms of 
the hand are the best place 
for staining and usually will 
hold a stain for three weeks. 

Because the stain only 
lasts from one to three 
weeks and the price Is af- 
fordable starting around $5 
for a design, Mehndi is a 
fun way to express yourself 
without the permanence of 
a tattoo. 

"Traditionally it's from In- 
dia. They use it for celebra- 
tions throughout the year. 
Mostiy It's known for wed- 
ding celebrations," ex- 
plained Christenson. The 
Bride and Groom are ornate 
on their whole body. Their 
hands, forearms, their feet 
up to their knees. It's a ritual 



they do the day before, leading up 
to the ceremony." 

The designs have meanings 
such as happiness, fertility and love, 
she explained, leafing through a 
book containing drawings of de- 
signs. 

"I don't know die meanings be- 
hind the designs, but I have a book 
of traditional designs, . .They're 
beautiful, beautiful designs. Very 
Intricate. They're based on nature, 
flowers, birds, foliage," she ex- 
plained. 

Christenson Is a nail artist and 
floral designer giving her the artistic 
background to draw the Mehndi 
designs. 

She had considered learning 
how to create the designs for a few 
years. When her mother ap- 
proached her about offering Mehn- 
di services in the salon; she agreed 
it would be fun. 

Christenson took it upon her- 
self to learn the art She attended a 
beauty show and stopped at every 
distributor booth selling henna

products. She sat with the Mehndi 
artists and had them work on her to 
learn their techniques. 

Training videos, information 
pamphlets and practice got her 
started on the art 

According to Christenson, the 
mixing of the henna to make a paste 
is the most important part of the 
learning process. The goal is to end 
up with a paste the consistency of 
ketchup. 

"You've got to know how to mix 
the Mehndi correctly because that is 
what is going to cause the stain to 
last the longest. That's what it really 
comes down to, wanting that stain- 
ing to last as long as possible," she 
said. 

After experimenting with differ- 
ent products, she chose one that 



comes with packets of herbs which 
are mixed Into the powder and 
blended with tea and water. After 
the henna Is mixed, It cures for 24 
hours In the refrigerator. 

Christenson uses a tube, with a 
metal tip, similar to a pastry bag, to 
apply the henna to the skin. It's very 
similar to icing a cake. 

Very skilled Mehndi artists are 
able to apply the paste with wood 
sticks. This is the traditional process 
used in India which results in very 
ornate fine lines. 

Christenson uses designs from 
books and adds her own flair. She Is 
talented enough to copy designs 
brought in by customers. 

A customer recently brought in 
a cartoon of a cow which Christen- 
son copied onto her leg. Although 



this is different from a traditional 
Mehndi design, Christenson enjoys 
being creative. 

The customer liked it so much 
she came back for a Mehndi tattoo 
of Woodstock from the Peanuts 
comic strip. She Is going to get a tat- 
too of her dog In the future. 

Often customers will have a 
Mehndi design painted on before 
they get a permanent tattoo to give 
themselves an idea of what it will 
took like. 

The clients on average range 
from 17 to 30-years-old. Many 
come in for designs prior to a vaca- 
tion. 

Most of the customers are 
women but she has tattooed five 
male clients. 

"One man came In and I did a 
design all the way around his neck. 
He was thinking about getting a tat- 
too," she said.

nate layers of vegetation with soil, 
shredded leaves, or even sawdust 
Add grass dippings in thin layers, or 
they will mat down and start to 
smell. After the refuse in the com- 
post enclosure reaches about 6 
inches in depth, add a cup or two of 
limestone and cover it with an even 
1 inch of so 0. Mo re refuse can then 
be layered on top of this until your 
soil sandwiches reach the top of the 
enclosure. Once a week or so, turn 
the pile with a pitchfork to allow de- 
composition to proceed at an even 
pace. If the weather is dry, you will 
need to water the pile occasionally 
to keep it moist. Compost is ready to 



use when it is dark brown, crumbly, 
and earthy smelling. If you rum your 
compost pile once a week and de- 
composition seems to be proceed- 
ing slowly, the ingredients maybe 
too dry. A dry heap will not allow 
sufficient, bacterial action to result 
In perfect compost So if rainwater is 
not sufficient, you must add mois- 
ture. Spray the pile with a hose until 
the contents are as wet as a sponge. 
Eventually the bacteria will break 
down the organic matter into a rich, 
dark brown humus that is complete- 
. ly free of odor but rich with benefits 
for all your plants.: 

To collect kitchen waste with no 
effort just keep a plastic container 
by your sink and slip castoffs into 
'' the container; Chop' up large items, 
such as melon rinds. Just make sure 
you never use any animal products. 
At the end of the day, deposit the 
contents on the. compost heap. Cov- 
er the kitchen waste with shredded 
leaves before adding the next layer. 

If you have never composted 
before, please give it a try. Even on a 
small scale, it will provide you with 
excellent results.

"I'm glad to be away from all the 
fighting...," of sadness: "1 was feel- 
ing sad when my mom got hit," of 
hope: "!t makes me feel like a bad 
person when 1 hit my brothers, I am 
going to try to stop hittin' 'em— I'll 
get help from somebody." 

" 'Oh, my gosh,' is the first reac- 
tion people who have never experi- 
enced a domestic violence situation 
have to the children's artwork," says 
Barmak. "Even those going through 
it {a domestic abuse situation) don't 
realize the impact on the kids. They 
think the children don't hear what is 
going on or don't understand, There 
is a profound impact on the kids," 

Last year, children of residents 
and non-residents of A Safe Place 
received more than 3,200 hours of 
counseling. Through the prevention 
education program A Safe Place is 
taking to schools throughout Lake 



County, 6,592 students have 
teamed about domestic violence 
and how to keep themselves safe, as 
well as to recognize "red flags" in 
dating reladonships. 

A Safe Place/ Lake County Crisis

dividual and group counseling, 
children's counseling, prevention 
education programs and shelter at 
no cost to victims of domestic vio- 
lence in Lake, McHenry and north- 
ern Cook counties.

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Managed care: Is it ready for reform? 



A woman vacationing in I lawaii 
falls ill and is ordered home to Chica- 
go for treatment by her HMO, which 
otherwise will not pay Tor her care, 
lin route, she suffers a stroke and 
dies nine days later. 

New management at his HMO 
requires an 81 year-old man with 
hypertension to accept a cheaper 
drug, and his blood pressure shoots 
up. Eventually, a local physician 
provides him a free supply of the 
original drug that the man cannot 
afford on his own. 

After chemotherapy fails, a 13- 
year old cancer patient's father is 
forced to launch a fundraising drive 
to get his son a bone marrow trans- 
plant that his HMO decided was not 
a "medical necessity." 

And that's just what was report- 
ed last week. 

Congress appears ready to take 
action against managed care abuse 
this month. Congressmen and sen- 
ators across the nation, from both 
parties, have heard from the people 
they represent and they have heard 
far too many stories like these (from 
July 13, 1998 magazine). In some 
managed care plans, profits seem 
more important than the quality of 
services patients receive. 



Doctors want our patients pro- 
tected from managed care abuses, so 
we are urging Congress to pass a law 
that will attack the roots of the dis- 
ease. So far, there is only one bill — 
the Patients' Bill of Rights (H.R, 3605 
and S. 1 890) — that will fix what can 
go wrong with managed care with- 
out reversing the progress we've 
made toward limiting the growth of 
health care costs. 

Any bill Congress passes should 
protect your right to truthful and 
candid health care by banning insur- 
ance gag clauses and practices. It 
should uphold your right to know all 
the details of your plan and its poli- 
cies. It should establish your right to 
an external, independent review of 
your case when you have been de- 
nied a medical procedure. It should 
assure you the right to get emer- 
gency services when you reasonably 
believe you need them. 

Mast importantly, a reform bill 
must close the loophole in federal 
law that denies 125 million Ameri- 
cans the right to hold their health 
plans accountable and liable for the 
decisions plans make to deny care. 
It's time the health Insurance busi- 
ness had to live up to the same stan- 
dards of consumer protection the 



law provides for virtually every other 
industry. 

Health insurance is ready for re- 
form. A TIME/CNN poll found 76 
percent of Americans want health 
care reform to be high priority for 
congress. Between 63 and 79 per- 
cent support specific reforms like 
those in the patients' Bill of rights. 

Another poll found 67 percent 
willing to spend more for patient 
protections. Fortunately, the 
amount need will be minimal. Inde- 
pendent studies by the Lewin Group, 
Priced Waterhouse, Coopers and Ly- 
brand, and others, show that patient 
protections are very affordable. 



Most items add no more reform just 
don't add up. 

Doctors just don't hear man- 
aged care abuse stories, we live them 
right along with our patients. Many 
times, a doctor's advocacy effort Is all 
that keeps a patient's managed care 
problem from becoming as dramat- 
ic as the ones that make national 
news. We would rather be fighting 
disease than insurance bureaucrats 
and our patients need to be concen- 
trating on recovery rather than re- 
imbursement. It's time for managed 
care reform. — By Richard A Getine,

I am here 
to tell you that it doesn't 

We need to teach our kids 
respect and compassion for those 
weaker and smaller than us 
through example and discussion. 
We also need to teach them that 
sometimes even the smallest of 
creatures can have a doozie of a 
defense system and conditions 
such as Rabies (although I under- 
stand that recently, there haven't 
been any cases reported,) and/or 
Salmonella. 

There are two important areas 
that are good to teach. These are: 
respect of animals and protection 
of self. 

All animals, wild and domestic, 



are deserving of their own space 
and prevention of harm. When a - . 
child becomes too rough with a ; v; - 
domestic animal such as a dog or a 
cat, it is a great time to explain to ■' 
the child what that would feel like 
to the animal. Helping a child to 
take the animals' perspective helps 
to develop a sense of empathy and 
compassion. 

I have seen children purposely 
set out to hurt animals. Believe me, 
these children have not been 
taught the opposite.' If taught 
young enough, these kinds of 
behaviors can be avoided. 

Certainty, kids should be taught 
that if they are having a bad time or 
a problem, it is not appropriate to 
take It out on something smaller or 
weaker.

We don't 
want to scare the daylights out of 
our kids about animals, however, 
teaching a healthy distance to pre- 
vent bites or other problems is

I would actually make a project 
out of this for the young ones. Take 
a walk around your neighborhood 
with your children and have them 
identify the names of animals and 
whether they think they're wild or 
home animals.

you how to react to them. You will, 
of course, help them along the way 
; ; to understand me distance, space, 
boundaries and rules of dealing 
with these animals. ; f^;ii-;

Untangling the 

task facing 
commissioners 



Foresi ('reserve Commissioners are being unduly hard on 
themselves by agonizing over whether they should ticket ihe 
proceeds of a proposed bond referendum for developrneni of 
existing preserves or expand tlie system with purchases from 
the available supply of open lands. 
The quick answer is: do both. 

Without appearing lo be flippant, we hasten to remind commission- 
ers that statutes spell out provisions for utilization of district land ac- 
quired with bond issue proceeds. At the same time, it is inarguable 
that public opinion is on the side of both continued preservation of 
open space and ways to make existing lands more accessible to die 
public. 

What's the band -wringing about? Pan of it is posturing on the 
part of the elected officials to make sure the I'orest Preserve board 
makes a case for reasoned and careful deliberation on spending 
propositions. Part of it is positioning. Utilization advocates have 
their favorite projects. Their having their say. Pro-growthers want to 
send a message to their backers that the commission isn't going pell 
mell into a buying binge of the county's rapidly diminishing supply of 
open space. 

Commissioners have targeted April 13, 1999, for a referendum. 
The amount sought will be $55 million or close to that. Michael 
Penelon, director of planning, has advanced a wish list of $29 million 
for land acquisition. 

A tour July 31 of six preserves provided commissioners a first hand 
view of where improvements are needed. They visited Ft. Sheridan, 
Ryerson Woods, Fox River Forest Preserve near Harrington, Lakewood 
Forest Preserve near Wauconda, West Loop Trail nearVolo, Bonner 
Farm near Lindenhurst and Rollins Savanna on the outskirts of 
C.rayslake. 

The savanna lies untouched. Commissioner Sandy Cole (R- 
Grayslake) says it's time to open it to die public. Some needs are 
pressing like a scenic ravine al Ft. Sheridan that is beingdestroyed by 
siormwater. 

Forest Preserve Fxccutive Director Steve Messerli estimates that 
$5 million alone is necessary to make the 2Gu acre former military 
space usable. 

By the time spring rolls around, commissioners undoubtedly will 
have a comprehensive program worked out that includes both 
restoration, development and land acquisition. That makes sense 
and that's what the public wants. If it lakes some rather unnecessary 
and at times silly political posturing and positioning to get there, 
sobeit. 



High, dry ground 
sought for station 

onfronted with flood plain regulations in modernizing the 
current police station, Gumee officials are following an expe- 
ditious path. They're going to abandon current facilities and 
relocate to ground that's high and dry to build a newstate-of- 
the art police headquarters. 

Would builders and developers be so practical in dealing with 
land that's prone to flooding. The Gumee police station was ma- 
rooned in the "Great Flood" of 1986. Regular operations and commu- 
nications had to be relocated. Gurnee Mayor Dick Welton observed 
that he never wants to see that happen again. Trustee Tom Chamber- 
lain opined that the village would look "pretty stupid" caught in the 
snare of another high water predicament. 

Relocation to a safer site will involved building costs that could 
range between $5 and $10 million, according to Police Chief Robert 
Jones. This is considerably more than remaining at the present site, 
which is susceptible to the ravages of the Des Plaines River. A majori- 
ty of village officials, however, feel the additional cost will be money 
well spent. 

One thing the Village of Gumee will avoid by taking the high road 
will be oodles of red tape involved in building in or near the flood 
plain. For one thing, Gumee officials won't have to deal with the Army 
Corps of Engineers which has the last word on what goes on in the 
flood plain and where it is. 

Question: Officialdom wisely avoids flood plain construction, 
Why do they let developers push building plans that test Doodirig pos- 
sibilities?

Twice weekly during summer 
months, at 10:30 a.m.

Sunday, the famed hors- 
es and colorful riders perform intri- 
cate, centuries-old maneuvers in a 
setting that can only be described as 
idyllic. George Williams, director of 
riding, is a master showman. A 
curving drive off Wadsworth Rd. 
takes visitors to an ample parking lot 
adjoining the stable area and out- 
door performance arena. Talk about 
a day in the country. 

Erika and John, with their grand- 
parents and great-grandmother in 
low, took in the mid-week perfor- 
mance on a sun-drenched morning. 
Temperatures were high enough to 
insure that the shady seats in stands 
surrounding three quarters of the 
performance arena were filled first.

Tollway must be accountable to public 



There has been enough scan- 
dal uncovered wilhin the 
Illinois State Toll Highway 
Authority that taxpayers 
must demand reform of ihe system. 
1 believe that accountability will 
never happen until the Authority be- 
comes a unit of state government, 
its budget scrutinized by the state 
legislature, and all of its activities an- 
swerable to the taxpayers. 

When the tollway agency was 
created back in 1953, there was a le- 
gitimate reason to make it a quasi- 
public agency. Under the "old" Illi- 
nois constitution, there were limited 
debt restrictions, so die bonding 
scheme proposed to finance the 
tollways through toll collections did- 
n't affect the state's debt. After the 
passage of the 1970 Constitution, 
there was no need for such creative 
financing mechanisms, and there is 
no rhyme or reason that an agency 
that collects almost $1 million a day, 
not be a unit of government with to- 
tal scrutiny by elected lawmakers. 
The.hierarchy of the Tollway Au- 
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thority likes to make us believe that 
such a changeover can't be done. 
They tell us that because current 
bonds are outstanding, any change 
would put bondholders at jeopardy. 
Who are they kidding? Refinancing 
bonds are done every day and since 
when wouldn't bondholders be 
comfortable knowing that their 
bonds are backed by the full faith 
and credit of the state of Illinois. 

So, there is only one logical con- 
clusion to why the "powers-that-be" 
rebel against a changeover of the Illi- 
nois Tollway system. They want to 
protect their own fiefdom is crushed 
and the Tollway Authority is answer- 
able to the taxpayers. 



Another thing thai the legisla- 
ture should do is have a direct hand 
in the toll-setting procedure. I re- 
member when one of the executive 
directors, just before he left, was go- 
ing to have imposed a toll increase 
across the board, I called him up 
and went wild letting him know that 
I wouldn't stand still for toll increas- 
es on toll highways that were actual- 
ly paid for many years ago. He 
"changed his mind." It Is easy for 
these tollway directors, as well as 
bureaucrats, to go for toll increases. 
They just want more and more rev- 
enue coming in so that they can 
continue their extravagant and 
wasteful ways. At least, if the legisla- 
ture is involved in the process, there 
is a direct link with the taxpayers. 

As long as we are discussing re- 
form of the tollway system, a very 
important change ought to' be in the 
way that we designate toll highways 
in the first place. In March of this 
year, the Chief of Communications

In a desperate effort to secure 
Tax Bond Monies for his politi- 
cal Land Baron Open Space 
project Mr. Graham has re- 
peatedly promised the taxpayers, 
who will pay the cost that will be in- 
curred that he guarantees the same 
rate of .

An example is that on a prop- 
erty valued at $200,000 in 1985 the 
taxpayer paid $380 in additional 
taxes each year for 20 years (total 
$7,600). 

Now for the same property an 
Open Space Bond issue at the 
SAME .19 rate, due to the increased 
EAV, the taxpayer would pay each 
year $608 for 20 more years. That 
adds up to a total additional taxa- 
tion of $12,160. 

With this amount of additional 



for public input, and so very costly at 
least a billion dollars to construct, 
doesn't receive the legislative scrutiny 
that it deserves. 

The more responsible way to 
designate legislative approval for a 
tollway ought to be by way of a 
Senate or House Bill, rather than 
by resolution. There again, the 
"tollway folks" soundly resist such 
a procedural change. They know 
how "easy" the present system is. 
All they have to do Is satisfy the 
"four leaders" of the legislature 
and they are "home free." The pub- 
lic be damned. 

I guess it would be too much to 
ask that the Illinois Tollway Au- 
thority be mandated to develop a 
plan to identify when certain seg- 
ments of the tollway become free- 
ways. After all, we do know that
